During the 13 or more years that I was actively connected with two of the top 
perennial firms of the nation I have observed hundreds of perennials both new and old. 
This experience has enabled me to offer you some perennials that by their very nature 
have proved to be fit companion plants for Daylilies. These are offered on back inside cover. 


We wish to sincerely thank the many customers that we have served in past years 
and hope to be able to serve each of you in 1956. 


CULTURE—Daylilies are among the very hardiest and easily grown of all peren- 
nials. All that we list are extremely hardy as we only cover our newly set plants the first 
year to prevent heaving. This is good practice anywhere that freezing exists. Any sort 
of soil will grow daylilies, however, they do repay one’s efforts in better bloom and 
growth if the soil is prepared with old compost or manures. Avoid low wet areas. Small 
amounts of fertilizer on established planting twice a year is beneficial. Plant new plants 
with soil 2’’ above the well spread roots and firm well, then soak. They do best in full 
sun but can be planted wherever four hours of sunlight can be had. Watering at blooming 
time will increase size and improve color. When once established they need no moving 
for years. 


I like to 
receive nice plants and I endeavor to send nice true-to-name plants. All are freshly 
dug, carefully packed with a permanent aluminum embossed label for every variety and 
accompanied by N. J. State Inspection Certificate. Directions for planting included with 
every order.
